Upland’s Plans Appeal to 
Three Other Cities 


Upland Starts the Ball Rolling 
on Celebrating Opening of Pa- 
cific Electric but Others Want 
the Same Thing, Too. 





When 
time ago, 


Upland announced, some 
that she was going to 
celebrate the opening of the Pa- 
cific Electric line from this city to 
San Bernardino, she evidentiy start- 
ed something, for no less thafi three 


other towns, and there may be still 


more to be heard from, have an- 
nounced the same thing. 

San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Fontana have all announced _ their 


desire to celebrate the occasion, and 
although San Bernardino had a com- 
mittee appointed to take up the cele- 
bration they decided to work in con- 
junction with Riverside, and now 
Fontana, the new city which was 
founded about a year ago, wants to 
celebrate its anniversary with a 
big barbecue, band concerts, pro- 
gram of speeches, a ball in the even- 
ing and a general good time. 
Upland’s celebration seems to have 
started the ball rolling, but it also 
seems to have started out wrong, as 
the desire of the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and a resolution passed by 
the City Council and the Chamber 
of Commerce directors wants the | 
same thing, only different. ‘The 
Chamber of Commerce wants a sort 
of dedicatory service, while the idea 
of the Volunteer Fire Department 
was to have the celebration one big 
time with speeches by city, and Pa- 
cific Electric officials and the formal 
opening of the road together with 
street parades, ball garhes, picture 
shows, a midway, band concerts, a 
ball in the evening, illumination of 
the city at night and make it alto- 
wether one of the hiwgest events in 
the history of the city. 
Since the controversy arose wd 
Fire Department has agreed to drop 
its plans and assist the Chamber 
Commerce, which has appointed 
a committee to work with a commit- 





tee from the City Council and com- 
mittees from other civic bodies and 
organizations. 

With three other communities 
planning on the same thing, the re- 
sult is hard to determine, but it is 
likely that committees from the dif- 
ferent towns will get together and 
work out something satisfactory to 
all concerned.
